PE.IGHTFOL EXPLOSION. 

er a Hundred Lives Lost at Johannes- 
burg— An Awful Scene. 

JoiiAjJNESuunc, Feb. 20.— -It is con- 
sidered that the dynamite disaster here 
is the most serious ever recorded. The 
amount of dynamite which caused the 
explosion is ascertained to have been 
twenty tons. It is now learned that the 
number of deaths resulting from the dis- 
aster is over one hundred, besides the 
large number of maimed and injured, 
while thousands of people have been 
reiKlered.ijbmeleBS* Thf distress which 
has resulted from the accident is both 
keen and widespread, and a h'rge num- 
ber of firms, both here and in London, 
are subscribing to allbrd relief. 

-Vmong the freight cars standing at 
Viedeiuiorp, a suburb of this city, were 
eight containing dynamite. Suddenly 
there was an explosion near the freight 
depot, so awful in intensity and force 
that the ground for miles "around was 
convulsed as if by an eartiiquake. The 
windows in every liotise in .lohannes- 
biirg were liroken; and in fifteen 
minutes after the explosion the bodies 
of forty persons, all horribly mutilated, 
were picked up and carried away from 
the scene. Over 200 severely injured 
persons were carried away, and a hun- 
dred other wounded persons were taken 
to places where they could be cared for. 



CUBAN BELLIGERENCY 

Discussed in the U. S. Senate— Mr. Lodge 
Demands Energetic Action-Spain bad 
Recognized the Coofederacv. 

U'ASHiNGTON, Feb. 20.— The Cuban 
(piestion came before the senate to-day. 
The opening of the debate drew large 
crowds to the galleries, and there were 
fre<iuent demonstrations of approval at 
the stirring and dramatic utterances of 
several of the speakers. 

During the course of bis remarks i\Ir. 
Lod^e gave a vivid picturo of tlit! present 
war, referring to the " daily bulletins " 
of battles coming from Spanish sources. 
Except where the Spanish dcets are at 
anchor the insurgents are triumphant. 
Martinez Campos, the ablest gen- 
eral of Spain, has been recalled 
and superseded by a man whoso only 
reputation before the world was that of 
cold-blooded bruitality. The time bad 
cotiie, declared Mr. Lodge, when it was 
the duty of tlie United Jstates to act 
firmly. The Senator reviewed the 
" frieiidsliii) of Spain," toward the 
Unitetl ,Sliites. England was the lirst 
to thrust her band into oiir bloody 
wound at the outbreak of the civil war; 
f'Vance was the next, and Sp;uii fnUowed 
within three moiiths of llu^ bring on 
Sumpter. Spain moreover bad recog- 
nized the confederacy. 

Mr. Morgan, who reported the resobi- 
tiou, followed. He said the possibili- 
ties of war between the United States 
and Spain should in no way embarrass 
the consideration of the subject and the 
shaping of a proper course. 

The debate was continued without ac- 
tion till the next meeting of the senate, 
on Saturday.

KisGBToN, Feb. 20, — Dr. H. Saunders, 
a professor of Queen's College medical 
department and G.T.R. district surgeon, 
died this morning after six weeks' ill- 
ness, contracted by iiibiiliiig foul gases 
iron, a sewer pipe he was havingcleaned.

A By-Law 

Aatliori/.ing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year LS'JiJ. 

Whereas hy virtue of the " .^IuIlic'ipal Act, 
l.W_>," and amending Acts, every Miiiiieijiallty 
may, under the eondition.s contained therein, 
Dorrow from any person such snm of money, 
not e.xceeding an amount eqnal to the tolnl 
amonnt of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised asses,smeiit roll of the 
.^fUIlicipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of interest os xa&y be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expendliuro of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
aajual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
laud and improvements or real proiierty, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality ol the City of Victoria for the year 
1S95, was 12^2,519.03: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of tlio Corporation of the City of \'ic- 
toria for the year IK'.IO payable out of the annual 
revenue beiore such revenue for .such year be- 
comes payable by the taxpayers, it is re<iiiisile 
for the saiil Corporation to l)orro\\' a &uni of 
money not exceeding $120, (XH; 

Therefore the Municipal Conncil of the Cor- 
poration of the Kjlty of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or perBons, firm or tirms, corporation or eorpor- 
a!ionK,whomay be willing to iidviiiiee tlie same, 
tlie sain of ?1'J.I,00U in sneh amounts and at such 
tInu'K as, siihject as hereinafter provided, llio 
same may. in the opinion of the Mayor and tlie 
1 iiiiiiiee Cmiiuiittce of tlie Council, be required, 
iiearing interest at a rate not exceeding live per 
ecninm per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall be ex- 
pended in defraying the current legal exjionse.s 
of the said Corporntion for t'lo yenr IS'Jii, and 
shall, together with the interest tlioreon.be re- 
Iiiiyablo and repaid to the lender or lenders 
tliereof on or before the Slsl day of December, 
ls<i(j, out of the muuiclpal revenue for the said 
year. 

eec. 3. The amount so borrowed, and interest 
thereon, shall be a liability of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of the municipal revenue for 
tlie current year, 1896, and (he form of obliga- 
tion to be given as an acknowledgment of 
such liability to tlio said lender or lender.s 
ahiUl be a promi.sHory note or notes as the suniK 
may bo required, signed hy the -Mayor and toe 
Finance CoiiUJiiitee and the Clerk of ttie .'^aid 
Corporation, and Iiearing lliu seal ol tlie said 
Corporation, all of whicli notes shiill be made 
payable on or before the Slsl of December, 18%, 
and a notice shall lie written or printed on the 
baci; of the note to the ed'ect tliat the liability 
of the said Corporation incurred by Sttid 
promissory note or notes shall be n liability 
payable out of the municipal revenue for the 
yenr 18%. 

Sec. i. In tlie construction of this liy-laiv the 
oxpressioiiB " land " ai.d " iniiirovemcuis " and 
"real property "Bhall liave. reaiieelively, the 
meanings given to them in llie " Municipal Act. 
18U.'," and ameiidnieuts thereof. 

.See. 5. This by-law may bo cited as the '• An- 
nual Lioan By-law, 1896 "

The SpaHuff Fleet All Away— Another 
Competitor lor the Alaskan 
Bubiness. 



Work has been prot;res8ing quietly at 
Seattle since the first of the month on 

(ivo Inunchos to be operated between 
Dyea and Circle Cily by tlio Yukon 
TriuiHportution Company. Tin; contract 
was let to A. 1'. Sauitstroni. Two of the 
lannehes are to be propelled by gasoline 
and the other three by steam. As they 
arc to be taken over the Chilcoot Pass 
on runiiors they are being built of lif^ht 
material. The tjasolino lanncliea must 
be completed by March lo. lOacli will 
l)e 24 feet over all, 5 feet and G inches 
beam, and 2 feet li inches draft. The 
engines will bo of the latest imjjroved 
for ijasoline and four liorse power. These 
two boats will carry frei^jht and i)assen- 
S^ers from Cliilcoot I'asa, at the bead of 
the lake:^, to Winle Horse rapids. The 
steam launches will be o') feet loufr, 
feel 6 inches l)eain and ;j feet I inches 
draft. The engines will be ten horse 
power, iiiid must be finished by March 
25. They will run from the White Horse 
rajiids to Ciicle Uity. The lirst 
two will carry ten passengers, and 
the others twenty-five. The boats muHt 
tie up at night and allow the piissengers 
to occupy tents on the shore. P. C. 
Richards, manager of the company, in 
stating its plans said: "Itisonr pur- 
pose to place a line of boats on the 
Vukon rivur to do a general transjwrta- 
tion business. Tlie first ellbrts of the 
company will l.>e ilirocted to the estab- 
lishment of a passenger line between 
Seattle and Circle City via Juneau, t he 
Chilcoot and the rqiper river. Tradic 
arrangements will be ma<le with the 
boats alreailj" plying between Seattle 
and JuTieau. In Mareii a numl)i:r of 
men and horses will leave .><eattle and 
e.stablisli a pack line from Dyea over the 
pass to the foot of J^jike Luharge. The 
two small launches, together with light 
draught barges, will be left on the upper 
lakes, above Miles' canyon, while tlie 
three large ones will bo taken over the 
ice to the foot of Labarge, that being the 
point at which the ice Hrst breaks. The 
lirst [jiissenger will start from Seattle in 
time to be taken over the ice at the fool 
of Ijabarge, there to await the open- 
ing of navigation, when two of the 
launches, towing well-built barges, will 
go down the river. The second lot of 
j)assengers, many of Mdioni will be wo- 
men, will leave .Seattle in time to reach 
bake Lindemaii on the opeiung of navi- 
gation on the upper lakes. .Vfter this 
spring the larger launches will bei)laced 
on the lakes above Miles canyon, and 
their jdaecs taken by two well-con- 
Btnietcd, light-<lrauglit steamers, sulli- 
cient to accommodate the men coming 
out in the fall and to supply trading 
posts that will be located on the upper 
tributaries of the Yukon.

BONDED FOR A MURuEIl. 

An Interesting Story of Inter-Tribnl 9uar. 
rels and Sentiments in Alaska— 
The Last Slave. 

Skattmc, Fel). 20.— U. S. Distriirt At- 
torney liurton I'). Ilennett, of Sitka, has 
been writing some very interesting let- 
ters to friends here on the novel scenes 
by which ho is surrounded. In a letter 
dateil l'"obruary 8, he relates an incident 
which is of more than usual interest. 
It is the story of probably the last slave 
hellion United States territory. 

" Last week," ho writes, " Klan-tacli, 
one of the sub-chiefs of tlie Sitka tribe, 
came to my office with an interpreter, 
and said that the Ivillisnoo Indians owed 
him 100 blankets (worth $loO or $17.5), 
and waiitetl me to give him a letter 
ordering them to pay it, as he and his 
warriors in canoes were going to start 
for there the next morning early. 1 re- 
fused to give him a letter till 1 had 
further investigated the matter. I there- 
upon sent for Col. George Kostrometin- 
oir, the ofHuial court reporter, a Eussian 
by birth, and a native of Sitka, and a 
son of a Russian haval officer, who 
speaks the Indian language. At my re- 
(juest be made a thorough investigation 
of the matter, with some interesting re- 
sults. 

" About forty years ago, it seems, at 
I lootz-noo-oo (lirown IJear'-: fort) a liii-ge 
Indian village, one and a half miles from 
Ivillisnoo (little fort in the bay), a light 
took place between two claiis, and dur- 
ing the light an Indian woman was 
killed. Her name was Ivah-shtet-shik. 
She was an aunt of Klaii-tacli, one of 
the sub-cbiefg of the Sitka tribe. Ac- 
cording to the Indian custom of law, the 
man who killed her bad to pay a great 
many blankets, or lose his life. Wlio it 
was who killed this woman was of course 
unknown, as it occurred during a gen- 
eral fight. Henco the debt fell upon the 
Ivillisnoo tribe, which was obliged to 
pav or have one of its men killed. Not 
liaving enough blankets to pay for the 
death of the woman, the tribe gave a 
slave to Klan-tach to settle it. Slaves at 
this time were very valuable. The slave 
given was named l-'a-bow, and was about 
20 vearsold. When h(! wasi|nile young he 
was stcden from the 1 lydah trihe, who 
live in the southern part of Prince Ed- 
ward's island. At this time slaves were 
obtained by stealing children fi oiii other 
tribes and from prisoners taken in war. 
.\ chief v, ho had ten slaves was consid- 
ered a very rich man. Ivlan-tach re- 
turned to Sitka, and kept Ea-how as a 
slave until last summer, when he died. 
The Kah-wan-tan tribe (the war tribe), 
of which Klan-tach is one of the prin- 
cipal chiefs, after the death of lOa-how, 
concluded that it had nothing to show 
that it bad ever been paid for the 
death of Ivlan-tach's aunt, ami also cdii- 
cluded that it (lUglit to iiave at lea-^t 100 
blankets to settle il.e matter. 

" l,a^:l week Klan-tach came to my 
ollice with the interpreter, ;;nd after ex- 
jdaiiiing matters askcilfur a letter to the 
Ivillisnoo Indians, ordeiiiig them to jiay 
100 blankets.

Klan-tach went away, but 
it seems that he and his warriors are de- 
termind to get jjay for the si|uaw that 
was killed forty years ago, as the iiiixt 
morning af'.cr leaving my oflice, he, with 
live caiine.'j, started for Killisnoo to en- 
force his claim, I do not know the re- 
Kult yet,. This is the last Sitka slave, 
and probably the last instance of slave- 
holding in the United States.

OUR NEIGHBORS' EXPERIENCE. 

Not a few Britisti Columbians believe 
tliat the Provincial Ciovernuient should 
have the power to regulate the salmon 
fisheries. Tliey tliink it unreasonable 
to expect that men three thousand miles 
away can administer a fishery the 
conditions of which are in many rospect.s 
dilleient from those of any .salmon li.sli- 
ery of with whicli they are aci|uaiiited. 
In proof of their theory they point to 
regulations which, tliough well-meant, 
are not adapted to the salmon fishery of 
British Columbia; and despairing of get- 
ting the reforms tliey need, or think 
they need, from the distant Capital of 
the Ilominioii, they desire that the 
lisliery be i)hiL'eil iiiuler the control 
of local commissioners who would draw 
up regulations wliicli would be more 
efibutual in fireservinar tlie salmon, ami 
which would inflict no vexatious and 
unnecessary restriction on the fisherman 
and the canner. 

.Vll tills spems very reasonable, and no 
(I'Milit there are many wlio consider Uial 
till' re(iiu'.st lor a local a(liiiiiii,-Jtrat,i(jii of 
the salmon lishery hIioiiIiI be granted 
without hesitation or delay. But a 
-state of things exists in our immediate 
neigliborhuod whiuii is calculated 
to cause those who want tlie 
salmon fishery of this Province 
to be regulated by local authority to 
pause and rellcct. In the iieigliljoriiiL' 
stales of ( )re^;<)ii, U'a.',liinL,'liiii anil hlalio 
the salmon (islieries are under local 
regulation. It does not seem to be 
certain that the Slate has the power 
to regulate the fishery. The Slates 
we have named, however, have taken 
upon themselves to exercise that power, 
and so far tliey have not been inter- 
fered with by the I'ederal < io\ eninieiit. 
Hut tticre are people wliu arc .solicitous 
lor the preservation of the salmon 
that are not satisfied with this 
local administration. Aliases liuve 
crept in which the State autborilies do 
not see tlieir way to iciucd w it is pro- 
posed to ]ilace the .salmon lishery iinilcr 
the coiitnil 111' a juint coniiiii.'^sion , t hat 
the three Stales co-operate for the regil- 
l.itioii of ihe lislieries and for the preser- 
vatitiri of the salmon from extermina- 
tion. There are, it appears, difliculties 
in the way of carrying out this proposal 
wliicli are not easily ovcri\)me, ami men 
iiitereslcil in the indiisliv are now de- 
sirinis thai the lisliery be placed iiiider 
t he contidl nf the I'cilci al ( ;()\-eriinieiit . 
The I'orlland Oregoiiiaii voices the 
opinions and arguments of 
these friends of the salmon fishery. 
Commenting on the action i>f Senator 
Mitchell, who has proposed a resolution 
in tlie Senate the object of which ia to 
lind out whether I'ederal laws can bi! 
enat:ted for the regulation of the Colum- 
bia river lishing ojierations, it says: 

I'ederal control of the Columbia riviir 
iirfhing operations is desirable for many 
reasons. In the first place, it wotikl 
tillbrd a striking instance of the greater 
efficacy of Federal adininistralion of 
measures in which jiopular sentiment 
exerts an influence. Shorilfs and other 
IieiK^e officers who are eiecied by the 
jieople hesitate to enforce rigidly laws 
that make trouble for those they depend 
on for votes; while the federal officer, be- 
ing accountable only to the administra- 
tion at WaBhinglon, is more likely to 
enforce the law fearlessly and impartial- 
ly. Another reason why federal con- 
trol of Bulmon-lishing is desirable ami 
aDjiropriate ib because the federal gov- 
ernment has been, and under proper 
local conditions would continue to be, 
the chief promoter of salmon propaga- 
tion. There ia no doubt lliat if proper 
statutes were vouclisal'ed by the states 
-of Oregon, tViiahintiloii and Idaho, the 
United States fish commisHion would so 
extend its w^rk as to obviate all neces- 
Hity for state or inivate conlribu- 
tiniia to the work o£ projia- 
<Mling llie lish in C"" waters, 
whether salmon, BturRCon, whitelish, or 
.anything else. This is clearly indicated

Although the tirits iiave been very 
successful in concealing I heir thoiighla 
with respect to the iMiinitoba scliool 
business, some of the more impulsive 
among them now and then give their 
countrymen a chance to see what they 
regard as a satisfactory settlement 
of that very ililJicult question. 
L'l']lecteur, |)erluips llie most inlln- 
ential of the Liberal iiowsj)apers of 
Ciuebec, criticises the Ciovi.'riiment's 
remedial law very sharply. The 
fault that it has with the measure is not 
that it makes too many concessions to 
the minority, but that it extends too few. 
It says : 

The bill is "outrageous." In fact, 
" it is impossible to conceive of anything 
more outrageous," " What does it jiro- 
pose in ellect? To re-establish Catholic 
schools under the direction of the 
Catholic clergy? Xot lU all." "The 
schools are to be under the cont lul, the 
direction, the surveillance, of a I'rotest- 
aiit iiispei'tor, naiiieii by a I'rutestanl 
Government." "Another t:lause de- 
crees that the Catholics shall he free to 
attend the schools they please, the Pro- 
testant school or the Catholic school ! 
A still more vexatious clause de- 
clares that no Catholic scliool 
shall have the right to any part 
of its taxes unless it has a cer- 
tificate of efficiency equal to that of the 
I)ubiic school. Is it possible to conceive 
of a greater humiliation?" "The Liberal 
party says to the episcojiate, ' We do not 
iielievi: in the ellicacy of the plan pro- 
posed fur the settlement of this ijuestion. 
We will adopt another .procedure, and 
will guarantee you that you shall gain 
your cause,' " 

The l'"ienc!i l.ibci'al iie\v.= pa;)er W(juld 
take the scliools out of the hands of the 
(Government and place ttiem wholly un- 
tler the control of the Roman Catholic 
clergy, and would have the law so made 
that a Catholic parent, if he sent his 
children to the public school, wotihl still 
have to pay towanl.s the siijiport of the 
separate schools. It would have the 
separate school get a share (jl the pub- 
lic grant whetlier it was eflicient or in- 
I etlicient. It must be remembered that 
■ L'Klecteuris a supporter of Mr. Laurier, 
I and no doubt expressed tlu; opinions on 
1 tiie school iiuesiion of many of Mr. Lau- 
, rier's supporters. Is it likely thai Mr, 
! Laiirier will be able to lly in the face of 
]iublic opinion in his own province? La 
I'atrie opposes the remedial law for the 
same reason as L'Electeur does. It is, 
iu its opinion, not favorable enough to 
the minority.

.M the metiling in the City hall on 
Wednesday evening nearly two-thirds of 
the time was wasted in listening to talk 
that , had nothing whatever to do with 
the subiects under discussion. Some of 
the tpeakers had no mercy on 
their hearers. They heartlessly 
inflicted on llieiii dissertations 
on subjects that had no connection 
wliiitever with the buainess liefore the 
meeting. It never seemed to enter their 
minds that there was a limit to the 
p.itienco of the audience, and they had 
evidently no conaideration for those 
who weie to speak lifter them.

They were told authoritatively that 
the l?ishop did not write a pastoral let- 
ter, and that tlie passage (pioted as jiart 
of that letter was a garbled extract from 
a private letter intended only for the eye 
of the friend lo wliom it was sent, lint 
the (.irit organs, while they do not 
aUeni])t to disprove the ilenial, rejieat 
the lie and say in efl'ect that it makes 
no iliU'erence wliellier the letter were 
an official enunciation or a private 
communication. 15y doing this they, in 
order to propagate a fihinder which they 
believe to be useful for electioneering 
purposes, stultify themselves, for no one 
but an ij_'iioraiit lout or an idiot would 
contend that there is no dilt'ereiiee lie- 
twecn a pastoral letter inteiuled for 
publication and issued liy authority, 
and it private letter sent to a friend in 
the confidence of private intercourse.

The ViL'toria Vacht Clnb House Co., 
Ltd., are suing T. P. West in Ijie County 
court, the action arising out of an agree- 
ment made between plaintiff and de- 
fendant, whereby the latter agreed for 
$200 to carry out the contract for raising 
the club house, which was sunk some 
months ago by being run down by a 
stpamcr.

.•flOO paid plainliU'on account ot the con- 
tract witli him. 

In Ins statement of defence Mr. West 
claiuis that his contract was fully per- 
formed, and that if it was not, the plain- 
tiffs had waived the particulars so omit- 
ted ; that the plaintiffs after the build- 
ing was raised prevented defendant from 
doing furtlier work, antl it was affersuch 
interference that the bnildiug sank a 
sei'ond time. It v,as, he claims, tlie 
taulty constructitin of tlie huildiiig wliich 
caused the second sinking, and not any 
negligence on the part of defendant. 
By way of counter-claim the defendant 
sues for .'j^lOO, lialance of the contract 
[irice, and also .flJ for tliree pumps 
loaned to (ilainlill's. Tlie case 
is set for hearing on March o. Mr. W. 
II. Langley for plaintiffs ; Messrs. Bod- 
well A Irving for delendont.

THE INVESTl&ATION CONCLUDED 

Of the Charges Preferred by " G. Campbelle" 
in Regard to the Capability of 
Chief Dcasy. 



The in(iuiry into the charges against 
Chief ThoiiKis Dcasy of the Victoria Ure 
department, conducted by the lire war- 
dens, with the assistance of His Worship 
the .Mayor as ex-otlicio member of the 
ct)nimit"tee, wag concluded last evening, 
the evidence adduced being oi such a 
character as to render the nature of the 
finding a foreu'one conclusion. Mr. 
Stephen Graham Camiibell was in 
attendance, but at the outset an- 
nounced that be was only jjrcseiit as 
m interested spectator; he stated witb- 
uit tiualitication that he bad found the 
lire wardens prejudiced against him, and 
uinounced that he would inconsequence 
reserve Ids evidence until such time as 
the council decided to accede to his 
reiiuest for a special committee of in- 
(luiiy. Despite Ibis declaration of hia 
posiiion, .Mr. (Janipbell took careful 
notes of the pmceetiings and was ac- 
i!(irded the right to cross-examine each 
of the witnesses who took the stand, 
altlunigh he waived tlie privilege iii all 
cases hut one. 

I'lleven witnesses took tlu! stand. Chief 
Deasy being the last, and tiie testimony 
of each and every one of them was favor- 
able to the otiice'r u|ion his trial. Frank 
beroy denied that the roll call of the 
department was defective or misused, 
and explained the reason for locking the 
Cormorant street door of No. I engine 
house at night. It was not at all necx's- 
sary that it should be open, and, when it 
was. there e.Kisted a possibility at least 
of the horses getting out or of some 
mischief being done. H. Petticrijw 
proved the Chief to have been 
present at tires which the coui- 
(damt alleu'ed him to have miss- 
ed. Itobert Hutchison explained that 
when two of the "missed fires'' oc- 
curred Chief Deasy was busy with him 
re-arranging the alarm boxes; for oni^ 
of these tires the numuer was obtained 
hv " plugging " the hox, and the Chief

seeinj,' Chief Deasyat the Bentley it Mc- 
Gregor lire, and paid a high compliment 
to bis energy, faithfulness and efliciency. 
C. H. Gibbons, city editor of the Col- 
onist, deposed to accompanying the 
Chief to the Morrisey tire," one of 
those he was charged with having 
missed, and explained how his lateness 
in reaching that lire was due to a second 
alarm from another boxcomintr in while 
he and Chief Deasy were on their way to 
Morrisey's. (leor^'c Luinl, .I.C. liyrnes, 
T. II. Hodges, b'ohert Petticuew and 
Detective Perdue were called to contra- 
dict sjiecilic items in the list of I'liarges, 
eaidi anil every (jneof whi(di waseovered 
ill the course of the investi},'at)on. 

Chief Deasy in his sworn statement 
maintaiiieil that the roll call was neither 
defective nor almscd ; it was so iirrangeil 
as to [ireserve the interests (d the city 
and compel prompt atteiiilance at lires. 
.Vtteiidance was proved at all the lires 
alleged to have been missed but one — 
that occurring on the IL'th of ,lnly last- 
when the Chief had secured sjiecial leave 
of absence from duty, the assistant ciiief 
being left in command of the brigade. 
He denied that any member of the de- 
partment was em]doyed as his private 
coaebnian ; directed attentitm to the 
U\fX that the cmrineer of the .lohii 
Grant was appointed by the 
conncil of IHSli: and allirmed that 
there was an eniriiieer with the 
steamer on January I I last. The col- 
lection of funds to cover his expenses to 
i the li i-e chiefs' convention was volun- 
tarily uiuleiiaki'ii by two members of 
the (iepartiiient, one of whom was at the 
time on leave and the other of whom had 
a substitute engaged during the time he 
was so einjiloyed — so that the interests 
of the city were not neglected in the 
manner charged. The Chief concluded 
hy explaining wliv the Cormorant street 
iloor of .\o. 1 engine house is kept lock- 
ed, anil [iroving t hat when the chemical 
; arrived at the lire on .laiiuary L'll last it 
was fully manned and ready for service, 
i (liic ]ioi n t of 1 he iiii| uiry in rcL'ard to 
1 whicii more will doubtless he heard 
later on, hinges upon the sending to one 
I of the inih^iieiident witnesses hy Mr.

A numberof the witnesses called, 
if not a majority, orodnced tyiie-wrilleii 
notices from Mr. Campbell informing 
them that they need not, attend at the 
imiuiry until tlu^y received further noti- 
liealioii — not under the seal of the 
coriioratioii. 
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TWO SEALERS MISSING. 

The Schooners " May Belle " and " Wander- 
er " Considered Lost— Are Now 
Looked For. 

Anxiety is growing keener in regard 
to the safety of the sealing schooners 
May Belle and Wanderer, which left 
here for the West Coast on the 'Jlst of 
last niouth.and it is generally feareil 
that holh vessels have been lost. The 
Wanderer uh'j huund for Xootka, and 
tlie Indians tliere as also at .N'ewithallit/., 
where the May Belle was going, were 
among the first to heconie niiea.sy. They 
liave giv(^ii up all hope of ever seeing 
either schooner, believing that both have 
gone down in some of the recent storms 
on the West Coast. The steamer Maude, 
Capt, Roberts, which retutned from her 
regular Coast trip last night, reports the 
U.S. revenue cutter Corwin as being 
now on the' lookout for the missing 
schooners. The Corwin, which is in 
search of the missing ship Cadzow 
l-'orest, arrived at Nootka a day ahead 
of the Wanderer, and her captain there 
announced bis intention of keeji- 
ing a sharj) lookout for the two 
sealers, having, however, si 
of tne lost ship. Captain Ivhvard Shi(dd 
was in command of th(^ May Belle a. id 
carrieil a crew (jf seven whites, nearly, if 
not all, Victorians. Tliei (^ were two less 
on the Wanderer, she heiiig only a L'o- 
toii vessel, while the former is a 
.58-tonner. Cajitain H. Parsons was in 
charge, and like Captain .Shields 
is an experienced sealer. The Mav 
Belle is a comparatively new vessel, and 
is considered one of the stauiichest ves- 
sels of the fleet. The Victoria Sealing 
and Trading Co., r.,td., own and manage 
both vessels, and barring misfortunes, 
the vessels were to seal during the season 
oil' the coasts of Washingl<in and 
British Columbia. Ca|itaiii liaherts re- 
ports all the other vessels of the ib'itish 
(_Vilumhia coast lleet as safe at different 
(loiiils sliipiiin^' their Indian crews. In 
this they are fortunately meeting with 
no difficulty.

INDIAN roTLATCIIES. 

•To Till-; ICditoi;: — Iu reply to the 
plausible article in yesterday's Colonist 
on the above named subject, 1 beg leave 
to slate that the potlatch is by far tho 
most dejrradinu heathen rite known to 
the Indians on tiie I'acilic coast. 1 
make the above assertion after having 
lived over a quarter of a centnry almost 
exclusively amonK the Indians, and eov- 
eriuc a territory from .yaska to and 
witliin the bounds of Washington State. 

In the lirst place I can say, without 
feiir of contradiction, that the Indians 
will never become trustworthy citizens, 
so long as they are allied to the pothUcli. 

In the second place, tho nicc plots of 
hnnl which they liold as re- 
serves throughout tho country will 
remain dormant so long as 
the potlatch exists. Ask the agents 
who are the most civilized, and who are 
the best i)eoi)le in every sense of tho 
word, and they will not point out the 
men who clamor for tlie continuance of 
the potlatch. 

As far as the white men are concerned 
who are friendly to the potlatch, they 
are either ignorant of the evils con- 
nected with it, or are receiving a revenue 
from it through sales of goods to the 
Indians. Pioneer 
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BEUUCTIO.NS IN WAGES. 

To TUB Editor: — The present seems a 
favorable opportunity for drawing at- 
tention to the fact that a great economic 
change has taken place, and that ad- 
justments must be in.ade to meet it. 

The action of the .Vmericaii Coiii;ress 
in IS'.ll! completed the demonetization of 
silver toward which the lOuropeau na- 
tions had been workin;,' for several years. 
That action doubled the value of money, 
or, wiial is the same thing, rednceii the 
value of everything except nionej- by 
ahout fifty per cent. All commodities 
have fallen in value, some — notably farm 
iiroiiucls — faster than otliers, and all arc 
destined to fall to about half their value 
in 1S7;J. 

It is inevitable that wages should 
share in this general readjustment. 
Wherever the natural laws of supply 
and demand have had play, wages have 
ilropjied to the normal — lifty per cent, 
of former rates. Trades unions have 
kejit uj) prices for skilled labor, but a 
general break cannot he long deferred. 
Ileiita are only half of what they were; 
in some eases they are less. 

.And all salaries will have to be re- 
adjusted. They have been reduced, or 
are i 11 process of reduction, in private j 
businesses; and public otlicials must j 
take their tuin. In fairness, every otli- | 
cial from the (.iovernor-Ci eneral down i 
ought to have his salary cut to ahout 
one-half. 

It will take time to effect these reduc- 
tions, and of course the cutting will be- 
gin among those most easily reached. 
The sooner the reduction is effected all 
along the line the sooner willthe present 
discontent be allayed. There is no sense 
in ecjin jdainiiiy; against school trustees 
and aldermen ; the authors of the change 
are the world's great liuaueiers.

CANADIAN IMLP INDUSTRY. 

A Deputation Asks for the Imposition of an 
Export Duty on Spruce Logs. 

OiTAWA, Feb. 20.— The executive coni- 
mitteo of the Ciiii;uli:in Wood rulp 
Manufacturura' .\sBoi;iatioii iiitLM viewed 
Premier Bowell, Hon. W. 15; Ives, Min- 
ister of Triule :uul Comiiieice, Hon. K. 
G. Prior, Controller of Iiirand Revenue, 
and Hon. J. F. Wood, Controller of Cus- 
toms, thia uftenioon, witli tlie object of 
advocating the placing of an exi)ort dtit.,v 
on spruce logs used tor eulphite pulp. 
They pointed out that the United States 
impose a duty of ten per cent, on 
wood pulp, while they admit logs 
frUG. This, the deputation as- 
pprled, lias the ellect of giving 
United States iiulp nianufaclureis the 
lion's share of tfie profit on tiie pnlp in- 
dll.stry. They ask that an export duty 
of ifL' per cord be inipo.srd on iiulp logs. 
This wouUl bo e<piivalent to retaliation, 
as it wtilikl oll'set the I'nited States 10 
per cent, dntv on sulphite. Thedeputa- 
tion expressed the opinion that it the 
Canadian government impose the .$2 ex- 
port duty the L'liited States authorities 
will abolish the 10 jier cent, duty cn 
manufactured pulp. They pointed out 
that in thia event Canada would have 
almost a monopoly the pulp 

business, as the cost of water 
power and the rate of wages are less 
liere. Canada, they Fay, has 80 per cent, 
of the (lulp wood in North America. The

The fi I st report of the Provincial Board 
of Health, ])resentod to the Icgielature 
yesterday, covers the three nioiiths from 
the iiroclaiiiation of the act constituting 
it, to the iilst December, 189,5. Thia is 
shown to hi'.vo been a'very busy quarter, 
tlie multifarious details connected with 
organization and setting the machinery 
in motion having engaged tlie attention 
of the members with such result tliat 
the board ha? now got its affairs into 
Eiuch a shape as to enable an intelligent 
control to be exercised over the sani- 
tary concerns of the province. The 
report contains the minutes of tiie 
several meetings for organization, in- 
cluding a comprehensive and hiRhly in- 
teresting address delivered by the chair- 
man. Reports from local boards of 
health in all parts of the province and 
other eorrespoiideiice, including letters 
frnu lieullh^boarils in lOastern Canada, 
the l.'nited Slates and el«i;wliere are 
given, all showing one opinion as to the 
usefulness of such an institution in 
British Columbia, A pamphlet on dis- 
infection, by the secretary, and sugges- 
tions as to the revision of the laws re- 
lating to vital statisticj, the duties of 
coroners, and health otlicers generally, 
help to complete the report, which well 
occupies about one hundred printed 
pages,

C'anada annually is between 500,000 and 
1)00,000 cords. The ifL' export duty, if 
adopted and present export flgures be 
maintained, would yield the Canadian 
treasury more than a million dollars a 
year. 

( ieort-'e T. Marks, mayor of Port .\r- 
tliur. (,)iitHno, and one of the largest 
pulp timber limit owners in Canada, 
said this evening : "The Canadian gov- 
ernment will make a serious error if 
they adopt the $2 export duty. We own- 
ers' of standing spruce find difficulty 
no.v- in coniiietiiig with the iSIaine and 
Virginia owners. They can almost sui>- 
ply the rnited States markets, because 
our linn coul.l not sell so cheaply as the 
Maine owners. Last autumn we had 
:i,0()0 cords of pulp wood left on our 
hands. Itisrolting now at Port \t- 
thnr. If till! government of Canada 
grants the rcciuest of the Canadian pulp 
manufacturers the timber owners will 
liaveto sell for next to nothing."

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

Resolutions Adopted by ' Influential Resi- 
dents of the City of New 
York. 

Xi;w YouK, Feb. 10. — A ineetinL' f)f 
proininent citizens of this city and 
Brook l> II was held last evening at the 
residence of Mr. William Iv Doilge. It 
was called by Mayor Strong, Ceneral 
Bristow. Bishop Potter, ex-Chief Justice 
Daly, Hon Seth Ixjw, Mr. Dodge and 
others, for the purpose of forming a 
committee of representative citizens of 
New York and Brooklyn to co-ojierate 
with similar committees wiiich have al- 
ready been established in I'hilailelphia, 
Chieairo, Washington, and otlier 
prominent cities in tiie I'nited Stales, 
whose object i.s the calling of a national 
conference in tlie interest of Interna- 
tional arbitration bet u een Cireat liritaiu 
and the United States. Ex-Mayor 
Hewitt, at the reijuest of ]Mr. Doiige, 
presided over the meeting, and liev. 
.losiah .Strong acted as secretary. Mr. 
Wm. F,. Dodge saiil that during the 
last four or live W'eeks there had been a 
strong Hentimentlliroughoul the country 
favoritig some wise method of arhitiation 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. Hon. Ohauncey M. Depew then 
pro[)osed a ])reainble and resolution as 
follows : 

Whereas, the ♦rue grandeur of nations 
iiieaus the arts of civilization, jiistii'c 
secure, 1 by statute and magnanimity in- 
spired by good-will, which fundamental 
conditions aie always marred by the 
wasteful, bitter violence of war; and 

Whereas, the United Stales and I ireat 
Britain, akin in language, jiirisjirudence 
and legal methods, are already accus- 
tomed to arbitrate their disagreeinent.? 
and have emphatically declared them- 
selves in favor of such arbitration, in 
Congress by the action of both bouses 
in 1892, and the House of Commons by 
its vote in 1803; therefore 

Uesolved, That we earnestly desire 
such acttioii by our national legislature 
and executive as shall make perinaneiit 
provision tor some wis(! method of arbi- 
tration between the two countries, it be- 
ing our liiqie that Kiicli a step will ulti- 
mately lea(' '.o interiiatioiir 1 arbitration 
tliroiigliout tlie civilized world. 

Resolved, accordingly, That measures 
be taken in the interests of such arbi- 
tration and in concert with a like com- 
mittee from other cities for the conven- 
ing ill the city of Washington at the 
earliest practicable date, of a conference 
of citizens representing every portion of 
the country without distinction of party 
or creed. 

Resolved, That wo gratefully recojj- 
nize the action already taken in this 

direction by representative citizens of 
Philadelphia, Chicago and otlier cities, 
and that we rely on their vigorous co- 
o])eration in promoting the success of 
the pro|>o8ed conference. 

The resolution was adopted unani- 
mously. 

Hon. Seth Low proposed that an ex- 
ecutive committee of six he apjiointed 
liy the cliair, the committee to have 
|)ower to nil vacancies or to add to its 
niimbers, TIk! following gentlemen were 
appointed by t!io chair: Ex-Judge 
Duly, Horace White, Hon. Oscar S. 
Straus.s, lion. I). B. Katon, G. L. Rives 
and Rev. L.T. Chamberlain.

Standing com- 
mittees are to be appointed annually on 
epidemics ; sewage and disposal of excre- 
ta ; watersupply : food and adulterations ; 
school hygiene," healing and ventilation 
of buildinirs; legislation; publications 
and linance. The objects of the board, 
biiellv stated by the chairman, are: 
"The arrest of the zymotic diseases by 
isolation of patients and exposed per- 
siHis; disinfection of infected material, 
and the use of iireyentive and curative 
Ivinphs when such exist; general sanita- 
tion securing llie purity id' air, water 
and earth, the removal of all liltli and 
nuisance incident to the aggregation of 
human beings in towns, etc." 

SUOOESTED LEGISLATION. 

The first work undertaken was the 
reading and c(uisideration of the " Pi^b- 
lic health act, 18'.).!." Acting on the ad- 
vice of the Attorney-General, and by 
consent of the C'oniniissioner for the lie- 
vi.-ion of the Statutes, a number of 
aineiidiiieiits to the avl wen! sugeysled 
by the board. These jirovideil tdiielly : 
for the centralization of the powers con- 
ferred by the act on the I'rovincial Board 
of Health, in order to obtain uniform 
and concerted action throughout the 
province. It was also thought advisable 
to suggest a radical alteration in the 
constitution of local boards of health for 
the more efficient working of the act; 
anil to add clauses authorizing the in- 
spection of dairies, vegetable gardens, 
and canneries, as the same was not pro- 
vided for by the act. Several minor 
alterations liave likewise been su^jgest- 
ed. Tlie " Kegistratimi of births, deaths 
and marriages act," as it exists, having 
jiroved to a great extent inoperative, the 
hoard have iiiade snrli suggestions as in 
their oiiinion will secure a <:oinplete re- 
turn on these subjects from all parts of 
tlie province, tluis iiiaking it jiassildcto 
issue a reliable return of the vital statis- 
tics of the province. The " Coroners 
act "also received- some consideration,

The next work which engaged atten- 
tion was the division of the j)rovinee 
into health ilistiicts. The division ree- 
omiuended waa that corresponding to 
'die territorial jiirisdii'tiou of the govern- 
ment agents, and also thateacdi munici- 
pality reiiiaiii a health district, as at 
present. This plan was at once agreed 
to by the Lieutenant-Uovernor-in-Coun- 
cil. ' The local boards of health in mu- 
nicipalities, represented by their respect- 
ive health officers, and the governinent 
anents in outlying districts, will be the 
hanriel through which the Provincial 
kiard of Health will act, institute such 
aiiitary reforms as may bo necessary, 
and from whom the Board will seek in- 
formation of local hygienic conditions. 
Circulars asking for information of the 
sanitary condition existing in each health 
district have been sent to each local 
board, or the government agents in each 
health district, in order that the iirovin- 
cial board may advise intelligent! v as to 
what measures arc necessary in each lo- 
cality to jilaco the same in a proper hy- 
gienic condition, and thus to jirotect the 
lives and health of the residents of such 
tlistricts. 

Special regulations have been pn;- 
pared by the board for approval liy the 
I.ieutenant-Governor-in-Council con- 
cerning smallpox, diphtheria, cholera 
and scarlet fever. A resolution was 
passed concerning the necessity of ap- 
pointing health officers in each district 
where jiossible, and the board has re- 
commended each health district which 
is a centre of jiopiihitioii to obtain a 
modern disinfecting apparatus; also the 
establishiiieiit of isolation hospitals and 
suspect stations, or their ec) uivalents, in 
all health districts, as immeiiiale isola- 
tion of the first case or cases of the ser- 
ious contagious diseases, and the sus- 
])ects connected with the same, is of tiie 
lirst importance ii'i putting a sloj) to 
such disease, and preventing the pos- 
sibility of its becoming epidemic. 

UESOUT FOn CONSUMPTIVES. 

The board lias also had uiuier consid- 
eration the estalilishinentof a sanitarium 
for the treatment of consumptives 
(tubercular diseases of the lungs), and 
has recommended the vicinity of Kani- 
loops as the proper site for the same. 
On this subject Dr. Uryce of the Ontario 
board wrote: "I am charmed with 
Kaniloops as a health resort for con- 
sunintioii. Cultivate the idea of having 
an eligible site set apart by tlie govern- 
ment for a Western sanitariuni." And 
the British Columbia .boaid added: 
" A'l increase in the jiopulation may be 
looked. With the patient comes his 
friends. A large number of people were 
attracted to California because? of 
its being one ot the lirst iilaces 
to become favorably known as a resort 
for ))ersons with weak lungs; its jiriority 
owing, perhaps, to tlii; fact that the lirst 
transcontinental railroad had its ter- 
minus in that state. Hundreds of 
families have removed from the Eastern 
portion of the continent to California 
because one member of the family had 
there regained health, and had therefore 
taken up his abode in the state. The 
same thing will occur when Kaniloops 
becomes known as a health resort. A 
climate such as Kamloops possesses is 
now considered more bracing and more 
beneficial in cases of incipiiiU jdithisis 
than the warm resorts freepiented in llu! 
South. loir llic^se and many other 
reasons the board held that the matter 
was one that sliouli.l be carefully con- 
sidered by the government. It was, 
therefore, moved and adopted: — 

" That the Secretary communicate to 
the Attorney-General the vievrs of the 
Poard in regard to the climatic treat- 
ment of consmiiption, and to the ad- 
vantages Kaniloops presents for such 
treatment; and state that the board 
wishes to recommend that an eligible 
site, within a few miles of Kamloops, lie 
set ajiarl on which to build a homo or 
homes for consnnijit ives, the land to be 
available for any of tlio JOasterii pro- 
vinces winch may wish to esiablisli suc^li 
a sanitarium; and ask that l.lie provincial 
government lake? into favorable con- 
sideration the iiuestion of appro|)riatiiig 
a sudicieiil sum to luect and maintain 
hueli an institullon for the tieatment of 
persons suffering from tuberculosis in 
British Columbia." 

TUB OAN.VSRIES. 

The sanitary condition of the Fraser 



river canneries was also considered. 
Numerous cases of typhoid fever have 
occur r(!d at these points from the exist- 
ence of unsanitary conditions. The 
drinking water must liave been polluted. 
The board have instructed the sccrotary 
to visit these canneries and report oh 
the condition of aiTairs; upon receipt of 
his report, the provincial board will take 
such steps as will, they hope, put an 
end to the di.sease namerl in these 
localities. 

T'lie secretary was authorized to ob- 
tain and kc'cp on hand a supply of vac- 
cine, preferalily calf lymph, in tubes, i£ 
possible, from Arch. Young it Son , Ed- 
inburgh, and also to obtain and keep on 
baud a supply of di plitlieria anti-toxine, 
procured, if possible, from the Institute 
of Preventive .Medicine, London, lOng- 
land. 

The secretary was further instructed 
to notify, on the arrival of the lymph 
and anti-toxine, each registereil medical 
practitioner and hoard of health in the 
province, that the Provincial Board of 
Health has on hand a supply of vaccine 
and anti-toxine, which it is prepared to 
deliver at cost price. The secretary waa 
also directed to issue a circular giving 
instructions regarding the use of vac- 
cine in tubes. 

The secretary was instructed* to write 
to all ))rovincial bciards of health, ami to 
the state boards of health of W'asliing- 
ton, Oregon, California, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, North and South Dakota, and to 
state that this boartl is ready to notify 
them o( any case of snialli)ox or out- 
break of other infectious disease in this 
province, provided these boards are will- 
ing to furnish similar information, and 
that he also ask from these and other 
state boards of health a copy of their an- 
nual reports and reports on vital statis- 
tics, etc. 

1,.\1)OR,\TOUIKS. 

The following resolutions were adopt- 
ed : 

" 1st. Since it is desirable that an 
analytical lalioratory be established in 
connection with the Provincial Boaixi of 
Health, the secretary be instructed to 
communicate with the Attorney-General, 
asking that the board ho allowed the use 
of the apparatus of the provincial labor- 
atory ; aiid also that the services of Mr. 
11. Carmicliael, government analyst, be 
placed at the disposal of the board when 
so re<iuired." 

"2r.d. In view of the desirability of 
ultimately establishing a bacteriological 
lalioratory in the province in connection 
witli the Provimual lioard of Health, 
that the secretarv he instructed to com- 
municate with the various city councils 
and hos|)ital boards in the province, and 
also witli the Dominion and Provincial 
governments, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what encouragement and tinan- 
cial support each of these bodies would 
be prepared to give toward the establish- 
ment and maintenance of such labora- 
tory ; the correspondence to be con- 
sidered at the next meeting of the 
board." 

WILLI AU IIEAO QUARANTINE. 

The secretary was instructed to write 
to Dr. Wacmiughton .Tones asking if the 
[irovisions of section 31, " Dominion 
iiuarantine regulations," ajiplied to the 
William Heiui quarantine station, and 
stating that the members of the Provin- 
vincial Board of Ih'ath would bo glad to 
visit the William Head .jtntion the latter 
liart of the second week in March if he 
would extend an invitation for them to 
do RO. 

VEiNEZUKLAN BOUNDARY LINE. 

Hon. David Mills Announces the Discovery 
of a Niiiuber of Important Maps in the 
Parliamentary Library. 

Ott.^wa, Feb. 20. — (Special)— In the 
House of Coiiimous this evening Hon. 
David ^Mills, one of the most prominent 
authorities on international law, made 
an importantannouncenient. " I would 
like to call the attention of the govern- 
ment," be said, " to the fact that I have 
discovered in the parliamentary library 
here several old maps, some French and 
some Dutch, which give the boundaries 
of the Spanish and Dutch possessions 
in South America, and acoording 
to them the boundary line drawn is at 
least as extensive as the present claim 
of the British ^qyemment. Now these 
niajis may be in the Imperial foreign 
ofUce or they may not, and it seems to

There is a map of M. De- 
lisle, who was (irst geographer to the 
King of FraiK^e, of 1722. There is also a 
map of Pcjiple and Mitcludl, dated 1774j 
giving the boundaries of Venezuela, An- 
cialusia and Surinam; also an atlas Of 
the whole continent of America from 
IGSO to 1888, Daville's map of the north 
part of South America in 177(i, and also 
Mortier's map of 1746. There is in ad- 
dition ft map of Robert deVangoudy, 
who was geogranher to the King of 
I'olaiid, bearing date 1771. All of them 
extend the boundary of Dutch Guiana as 
far west as the mouth of the Orinoco 
river and some of them follow U]i that 
river for a considerable distance. If the 
foreign olllce is already in possession of 
them, of course no harm is done. If 
not tiiey will hi a valuable addition to 
their collection." 

Sir Charles Tapper, Ihirt, said the 
govornment would forward copies of the- 
maps to the Imperial authorities.
